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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1-2 of the 
claim it formula 1 is listed twice. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 -1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Seo 
et al (WO 03/033593, cited by applicants) in view of Li et al. (Polymer, 39, pp. 4421- 
4427 (1998), cited by applicants). 

Seo discloses pH responsive biodegradable polylactic acid derivatives including 
PLGA copolymers that form micelles and their use for poorly water soluble drug 
delivery. See abstract and claims. The PLA derivatives had at least one terminal 
carboxylate group, with a sodium, potassium or lithium counter ion. Seo while disclosing 
carboxylate terminated polylactic acid derivatives does not disclose the use of such 
polylactic acid derivatives to produce multiarm copolymers as claimed. 

Li discloses star block copolymers consisting of 4 to 8 arm PEO cores linked to a 
shell polymer including PLGA. See article in its entirety. The article disclosed that multi- 
armed polymers showed enhanced structural stability as a drug delivery agent 
compared to linear polymers since multi-arm polymers have a slower biodegradation 
rate. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have had a high expectation of success in 
substituting the carboxyl terminated PLGA polymers of SEO for the PLGA polymers of 
Li, since the polymers are related to the same class of polymers with the same 
respective functions and the combination would have yielded predictable results to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would have been motivated to produce multi-arm copolymers of the PLGA carboxyl 
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terminated PLGA polymers of Seo since multiarm copolymers were well known to have 
advantageous properties for drug delivery compared to their linear counterparts. These 
advantageous properties as disclosed within Li include enhanced structural stability as a 
drug delivery agent and slower biodegradation rate.
